The Agreement at Springfleia. 


The terms upon which the strike at 


Springfield of th6 'Wabash shopmen was 
.irsctically ended yesterday restore the 
wages as they existed prior to Feb. 26, all 
time worked over ten hours a day to be 
counted as time and a half.
